London, Nov. 23.— A dispatch from 
Peking, dated Nov. 22, says: "Compe- 
tent independent judges of the present 
critical stage of the negotiations opine 
that the consideration of all the peace 
preliminaries sbould be transferred to 
Washington or to a European capital 
and be placed in the hands of plenipo- 
tentarles possessed of full powers to 
arrange the terms to be imposed on 
China. Once the terms are agreed on 
they should be presented as a demand 
not requiring negotiations with the 
Chinese commissioners. It is felt that 
present decisions of the ministers, who 
do not possess the powers to decide on 
the multiplicity of propositions with 
out reference to their governments, are 
bound to interminably* drag out the 
preliminaries and result In long delay 
causing the greatest uneasiness in thl 
foreign communities, who anticipa;e 
vastly Increased difficulty in reaching 
settlement, owing to the alleged waste 
of time- 
New >ote to the Power*. 

Washington, Nov. 23— The secretary 
of state has addressed an identical 
note to the powers interested in the 
Chinese question setting out tersely 
nnd afresh the object of the United 
States government as to China and 
pointing out how such objects as ait 
common to the powers can best be se- 
cured. The note marks the Initiation 
of fresh negotiations on our part on 
the arrangement of new bases to tide 
over the impossible situation created 
at the last meeting of the ministers at 
I'eking. Some responses already are 
at hand and It is stated that generally 
our advices have been well received 
and tbe state department expressed 
ratis.'action with the progress so far 
achieved. The intention is to push the 
negotiations on a more rational and 
businesslike basis. 



Important Conference. 
Berlin, Nov. 23.— United States Am- 
bassador White had an important in- 
terview with Baron Von Richthofen, 
secretary of foreign affairs. It Is uu- 
destood the interview was the result of 
instructions cabled from Washington 
and that It had reference entirely to 
the ideas of the United States govern- 
ment regarding the war in China and 
the co-operation of the United States 
with Gem-any and other European 
powers as lo conditions tor peace, es- 
pecially tlie penalties to be exacted 
und the inocinnity to be secured. It is 
also understood that the most satis 
factory and mcst friendly result wan 
reached. 



MiMtary Opci at tons. 

Berlin, Nov. 23.— Field Marshal 
Count Von Waldersee cables that Col- 
onel Yorcke's column reached Hsucn- 
ghlva Nov. 17. The weak garrison 
immediately surrendered. The column 
commanded by Colonel Muielfuels, the 
dispatch adds, Ib proceeding to Auk 
iachelau. The health of the troops 
is good. 

Irrigation Congress. 
Chicago, Nov. 23.— Friday's session 
of the National Irrigation congress 
was devoted to papers and addresses 
pertaining exclusively to the question 
of practical watering and reclamation 
of arid lands and arid plant life. The 
committee on permanent organization 
recommended for President Thomas 
F. Walsh, Washington, D. C; first vice 
president, former Governor L. Brad- 
ford Prince, New Mexico; second vice 
president, F. B. Thurber, New York; 
secretary, H. B. Maxson, Nevada. The 
committee recommended that a field 
meeting be held at Colorado Spilnga, 
Colo., in 1901, just prior or subsequent 
to the trans-MiBBissippI congress at 
Cripple Creek. The committee also 
recommended that the next annual 
session of the congress be held at Buf- 
falo. N. Y., in Oct., 1901. 

Another llroker "Bu t*." 
New York. Nov. 23.— Chester B. 
Lawrence, Jr., a member of the Con- 
solidated stock exchange, made an as- 
signment Friday to George H. Wolbert. 
Among Lawrence's best customers 
were many women and a number of 
them became hysterical In his office 
when the assignment was announced.

The syndicate 
is headed by H. N. Gifford, formerly 
general manager of the Ohio Valley 
Telephone company. 

COLOMBIAN BEVOLU I ION. 

Rebels Have the Government Forces 
lu Hard Kows. 

Kingston, Jamaica, Nov. 23.— The 
British steamer Barbadian, just arriv- 
ed from Colon, reports severe fighting 
Monday and Tuesday at Culebra. Gov- 
ernment forces attacked the rebels, 
who occupied a good position, with the 
result that the losses of the former 
were heavy. Fighting was proceeding 
when the steamer left Tuesday night. 
Stores and restaurants at Colon were 
closed and the rebels held a portion 
of the railroad line. 

Another rebel force was reported to 
be engaging government troops near 
Panama. Business is entirely sus- 
pended at the latter place and both 
Panama and Colon are In a state of 
terror. 

Rebels attacked in determined man 
ner, and it is feared the slaughter will 
be great before decisive results are 
reached. The Liberals, it is asserted 
by the passengers of the Barbadian, 
hold Buenaventura. The government 
is making a great effort to regain pos- 
session of it, thus far unsuccessfully. 



THE DUKE'S DEBTS. 



Hearing In Bankruptcy Postponed HI I 
After He visits Amerlea. 

London, Nov. 23.— The Duke of Man- 
chester, who sails for the United 
States Saturday, appeared Friday be 
fore the registrar in bankruptcy. The 
receiver told the court that the case 
must be adjourned as the accoume 
were not yet filed, although fully pre 
pared. The liabilities disclosed amount 
to £37,700, assets £7,545. The re- 
ceiver asked for time to examine the 
accounts and interrogate the debtor. 

Counsel for the trustees said the 
committee of inspection had agreed to 
an adjournment. The Duke of Man- 
chester, he asserted, was prepared to 
enter the box if desired, but, counsel 
explained, his client was going abroad 
and anticipated returning to England 
February 2, 1901. The examination 
was adjourned to that date. 

The Duke of Manchester recently 
married Miss Helene Zimmerman, an 
American heiress, daughter of Eugene 
Zimmerman, Cincinnati millionaire. 

Must Fare His Accusers. 

Washington, Nov. 23. — The state de- 
partment issue I a warrant to sur- 
render to German authorities Johann 
Bauer, now held under arrest at New 
York charged with murdering his fath 
er at Munchmonster, Havaria. The al- 
legations are that the father, a dissi- 
pated old locksmith, having signirteri 
a purpose to marry agaiu thus cutting 
off the children's inheritance, the son 
after advising with his sister, decided 
to dispose of his father. He went into 
the field and dug a hole, came back 
and informed his sister he had pre- 
pared a grave for the old man. When 
the father returned, he beat the old 
man to death with a shovel, put his 
body in a sack, loaded it into a wagon 
and carried it out and buried it in the 
place prepared. Then Bauer fled to 
America.

Oppnr.ed by the Porte. 
Constantinople, Nov. 23. — The porte 
has definitely rejected the request for 
an exequateur for a United States con 
sul at Harpoot. This refusal is re- 
garded by the United States legation 
as a direct violation of treaty rights 
and despite the refusal, Dr. Thomas 
H. Norjon, who was appointed by 
President McKlnley some time ago to 
establish a consulate at Harpoot, has 
been directed to proceed to his post. 
The expected visit of the battleship 
Kentucky to Smyrna is believed to re- 
late quite as much to this matter as to 
the Indemnity question. 

Tampering With Jurors. 

Eldorado, Kan., Nov. 23.— When tbe 
trial of Miss Jessie Morrison, for mur- 
der was resumed Friday, Judge Shlnn 
created a mild sensation by saying at- 
tempts had been made to influence 
jurors and that summary measures 
would be adopted if any further cases 
were brought to his attention. Of 60 
men examined, all but 11 were dis- 
charged fof cause. These are accept- 
able to the prosecution, but had not 
been examined by the defense.

London, Nov. 23— The returning 
Canadian troops on hoard the Hawar- 
den Castle, due here next week, will he 
lavishly entertained by a committee, 
of which Lord Gray is chairman. 



HIS DEPARTURE FROM MARSEILLE! 



Up Hrlght and Karly For Ills Trli 
To I'arW— Hopes the Demon -tr«- 

IftiNttaf Sympathy Mil Have 

Substantial Results. 



Marseilles, Nov. 23.— Though the en- 
thusiesm attending Mr. Kruger's de- 
parture from Marseilles was not so 
boisterous and there was no such 
crowd present as awaited him on the 
quay when h.> tan led from the Geliler 
land, he^had no reason to complain 
of any diminution of warmth ou the 
part of the people of Marseilles. 

Mr. Kruger was up at an early hour 
and was ready and waiting when his 
landau reached the hotel to convey 
him to the railroad depot. Amidst the 
cheering of a large assembly the form- 
er president of the Transvaal entered 
his carriage and was driven to the 
station. He was accompanied by Dr. 
Leyds and Messrs. Pearson, Weaeela, 
Eloff, Fischer, Van Hammel, Rambaud 
and Hymens. 

Just before the departure of the 
train Mr. Kruger appeared on the 
steps of the railroad carriage In re- 
sponse to the shouts of the crowd and 
said: "Citizens of Marseilles: I thank 
the population of Marseilles for Its 
warm welcome. I trust I shall find the 
same enthusiastic sympathy in all the 
cities which I am going to travel 
through and 1 hope it will be followed 
by actions which will continue to as- 
sist us and result in abetting our 
cause." As the train left at 9:20 a. in. 
a great cry arose. 

Avignon. Nov. 23— Avignon, the first 
stop of Mr Kruger's train was reached 
at 1! a. m. He was greeted by throngs 
of people, shouts of welcome and a 
band of music and was presented a 
basket of flowers, to which were at- 
tached the French and Boer colors. 
The assistant mayor made a speech 
and Mr. Kruger responded briefly, 
showing signs of fatigue. He salute! 
with his hand while the crowd cheered 
him frantically. Mr. Kruger's train 
stopped 10 minutes. 

Valence, Nov. 23.— The train having 
Mr. Kruger on board passed here at 
1:45 p. m. and was cheered by a crowd 
of about 5.000 persons. An enormous 
crowd massed within and without the 
station. The mayor greeted Mr. Kru- 
ger in the name of the city, bouquets 
were presented the traveler and words 
of sympathy and admiration for him 
were expressed. Mr. Kruger stood be- 
fore the open door of the railroad car- 
riage, and the train departed amidst 
the shouting of "vivas." 

Lyons, Nov. 23.— There was a great 
demonstration when Mr. Kruger's 
train arrived. The assistant mayor 
welcomed the former president and 
presented him a beartiful gold medal, 
especially engraved for the occasion. 
Mr. Kruger said: "I am profoundly 
touched at the homage, respect and 
sympathy coming from France. Give 
my thanks to the population of Lyons. 
It is a Just cause which animates you, 
a cause for France and for all Europe 
to safe guard. I am firm in the con 
viction that our hopes will he realized 
We are hoping with you." 

Mr. Kruger spent the night at Dijon, 
where he arrived at 5:20 p. m. 

Not on the Hills. 

Pittsburg, Nov. 23.— Harry Winfred 
and George W. Pickett, members of 
the Williams and Walker theatrical 
company, at present engaged in this 
city, were taken to the municipal hos 
pital suffering from smallpox. When 
the health officials discovered the con- 
tagion in the company they at once 
went to the theater and vaccinated the 
entire company of 40. The company 
came here from Rochester, N. Y., Sun- 
day and it is not known where the dis- 
ease was contracted. On account of the 
prompt precautions taken, no appre- 
hensions of the spreading of the in- 
fection is felt by the authorities. 

Servant of Jell' Davis. 

Chicago, Nov. 23— The poverty- 
stricken condition of Mrs. Adelia Bur- 
ton, who claims to have been a confi- 
dential servant in the family of Jeffer- 
son Davis during the civil war, wat 
brought to the attention of the police 
and her wants were relieved. Mrs. 
Burton, who was discovered in a lone- 
ly hovel on the south side, declares 
that when the president of the con- 
federated states fled to escape she was 
entrusted with the private effects oj 
the fugitive. She wus born In slaver) 
87 years ago.

Salaries of Postmasters, Clerkhlit 
And Running Kxpenses. 
Washington, Nov. 23. — George Beav- 
ers, chief of the salary anJ allowance 
division of the postoflice department, 
in his annual report shows that the 
total annual allowance for clerk hire 
at first, second, third and fourth elau 
offices amounted to $12,008,213; for 
rent, fuel and light 11.830.485; total al- 
lowances in connection with the mili- 
tary postal service $49,037. and amount 
Involved for rent of leaded buildings 
$922,483. Total number of presidential 
offices at the beginning of the flsc;i! 
year, 4.280. Net Increase in salaries oi 
postmasters at all presidential post- 
offices over the previous year, $492.- 
600. Aggregate of salaries $7.423,60U. 
Average salaries of all postmasters, 
$1,734. During the year 42 full postal 
stations and 325 substations were es- 
tablished; 20 presidential postofflces 
were discontinued and madr stations 
or substations of other free delivery 
postofflces. The growth of the service 
and the added cost of the insular ser- 
vice in Porto Rico and Hawaii necessl 
tated an unusual increase in postal 
Btation expenses. The estimates in 
elude $2,000,000 for rent, fuel and light 
for the next fiscal year. The total es- 
timates amount to $36,777,100, an in- 
crease of $2,250,000.

Washington, Nov. 23.— Horrible con- 
ditions existing among Chinese aboard 
vessels in the Alaskan salmon canning 
iudustry are portiayed in a report As- 
sistant Surgeon L. L. Lumsden, at Au- 
gels island. Cal., has just made to tun 
marine hospital service. He says a 
number of vessels have returned lo 
San Francisco from the Alaska coun- 
try with the history of several deaths 
of these Chinese workers. There were 
no physicians aboard and as a rule 
no satisfactory account of the natura 
of the illness was obtainable from 
responsible person*. "These vessels." 
says the report, "sail from Sun Frau- 
cisco in March and April, each vessel 
taking about 125 Chinese to work Jt 
the canneries. Last spring nearly 3.00U 
Chinese were taken from San Francis- 
co for this work. Bubonic plague was 
known to exist in their section of the. 
city at th'. time of their leaving and 
no precautionary measures to prevent 
an outbreak among them were taken. 

These Chinese are recruited from 
the poorest and roughest element of 
Chinatown and are held in practical 
slavery by the Chinese bosses who 
provide this labor. They are often 
worked 18 hours a day and live in bar- 
racks in utter disregard of cleanliness 
and sanitation. The fish they eat fre- 
quently is well advanced in putrefac- 
tion. It is difficult to conceive the. 
tllthiuess aboard. The Chinese quar- 
ters, are dark and damp and the sani- 
tary conditions are unfit to print 
White men on these vessels disclaim 
responsibility for the conditions under 
which the Chinese live and tMMtta all 
business with them through a Chines- 
foreman, the so-called "number one 
man." It is claimed 5.000 Of then Chi- 
nese recently came into Chinatown. 
San Francisco, and with their lowered 
vitality would fall ready prey to 
plague, cholera, or any infectious dis- 
ease and thus menace public health.

PROVING VERY COSTLY. 

The defeat of Mr. Bryan it seems has 
not caused the Fllippinos to throw down 
their arms and sue for peace. On the 
<: mtrary, they have been giving our sol- 
diers more trouble lately than they did 
before the election, and from General 
Mae Arthur comes the word that there is 
•jo prospect for peace in the near future. 
And more soldiers are needed, and this 
necessarily calls for an increase in our 
standing army. The Hanna-McKinley 
Philippine policy is indeed proving n 
> jetly matter tor our country. The set- 
tled policy of the Government lor its 
tiret century— a policy in line with our 
Declaration of Independence— haB been 
abandoned, and we are following now in 
the footsteps of England in her policy 
of "criminal aggression" and "forced an- 
nexation." Referring to the cost of this 
policy of "criminal aggression" inaugn- 
r*t4-«l by the Hanna-McKinley coterie of 
statesmen, the Denver News says: 

The Treasury Department places the 
expenditure in the Philippines at $9,400,- 
OU> a month, or J112.SOO.000 a year, 
freoeral Mao Arthur'! report says that no 
men can be withdrawn and that the war 
is likely to continue for an indefinite 
period, because the entire population of 
Luzon is in sympathy with the insur- 
ants and animated by a determination 
to gain independence. 

The war expenditures in the Philip- 
pines since the conclusion of the war 
with Spain exceed $200,000,000, and 
as they will continue for an indefinite 
period at the rate of $112,000,000 a year 
it will be onlv a short time when we 
*hall have expended $oU0,000,000 in a 
war which never would have broken out 
had the administration permitted the 
juseav of the resolution advocated by 
Mr. Bryan, adopted in the Senate and 
killed in the House, which promised the 
Filipinos treatment similar to that ac- 
corded to the Cubans.

The United States is a nation number- 
ing 7<>,000,000 people. 

The I n i ted Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland numbers about 38,000,000— 
just half as many. 

France numbers |«H about half as 
many also. 

The German Empire, not counting its 
African colonies, numbers about 47,600,- 
000 people— lees than two-thirds of our 
population. 

Austria-Hungary has nearly 42,000,000 
inhabitants— only four million more 
than half our count. 

Russia proper, excluding the non-Rus- 
sian people of Asia that are under her 
flag, has a population of about S6 ,000 ,000 
—10,000,000 more than that of the Uni- 
ted States. 

But our population is growing at the 
rate of 18,000,000 every ten years. So 
that the American babies of to day when 
they arrive at adult age will see an 
American nation numbering 102,000,000 
people. 

As all European populations are sta- 
tionary or nearly so— the excess of their 
births over deaths being lost by emigra- 
tion, mostly to this countr>— it ia a 
reasonable anticipation that the . year 
1002 will find the United states inhabit- 
ed by three times as many people as 
Great Britain and Ireland, one and a 
half times as many as the combined 
populations of the British Isles and 
France, more than twice as many as 
Germany and about 15,000,000 more than 
Russia proper.
